A study of the report | by the 
Northern ‘ffeland Ministry of Agriculture 
dealing with the conditions of the farming 
industry during August should prove both 
interesting and profitable to all concerned 
‘in land cultivation, both North and South. 
Facts and figures are given which show 
that the Irish farmers have to face strong 
competition from rival countries in supply- 
ing the British markets, but there are 
also golden. opportunities for the develop- 
ment and expansion of the home trade. 
Treland’s most formidable competitor, Den- 
mark, sends to England annually about 
two million cwts of butter, while she also 
exports vast numbers of eggs, and huge 
quantities of pork in one form or another. 
The Dominions and Colonies, together with 
the United States, also furnish large sup- 
plies of foodstuffs, but none of them is so 
favourably situated as Ireland, with a big 
friendly nation almost at her doors willing 
to take all that can be sent. Attention 
has frequently been drawn to the import- 
ance of the homely egg, the total revenue 
from which in Northern Ireland is said to 
be greater even than the income from 
shipbuilding ; and it is admitted that no 
country in the world is more favourably 
situated for dairying than Ireland. With 
all these advantages it seems strange that 
our agricultural industry should be so 
seriously depressed. There must be sqme- 
thing rotten in the state, not of Denmark, 
but of Ireland when such things can be, 
and it behoves our legislators to be up and 
doing. What are described as “ high 
politics ' should be given a rest for awhile 
and more attention paid to the things that 
really matter. These questions will be 
raised in the Northern House of Commons 
when it assembles next month, and it is 
hoped that for once in a way dreary dis- 
cussions about even drearier topics will 
give place to practical work. 


CAUSE AND EFFECT. 


Thousands of respectable working men 
in Belfast, who are out of employment 
through no fault of their own, resent the 
statements made regularly by temperance 
orators, that for the most part poverty, 
ill-health, and crime are due to drink, In 
most cases poverty is caused by want cf 
work, while ill-health generally finds its 
origin in overcrowding, dirty surroundings 
and slum environments. Ajl these condi- 
tions, unfortunately, are only too pre- 
valent in Belfast, and families are fre- 
quently reduced to the direst straits, not 
by any act of their own, but by misfor- 
tune. Yet this sweeping, unfair charge 
was levelled once more against the work- 
less by the Rev. Johnston Hunter at a 
temperance meeting last night. He evi- 
dently does not know that there are many 
hundreds of unemployed young men in the 
North, poor, but deserving, who, as one 
of. them remarked in caustic comment, 
“would not know how to ask for a ‘pint, 
even if they had the money to buy it. 
The. charity of silence should be observed 
in dealing with the poor. Of course, Mr. 
Hunter admits that the three evils he re- 
ferred to are not altogether due to exces- 
sive drinking, but that is not enough, As 
a matter of fact, the consumption of alco- 
holic liquors had decreased enormously in 
Northern Ireland, a happy circumstance, 
due principally to economic influences ; and 
probably there is not a more sober city in 
the world than Belfast, mot even in 
countries where prohibition is enforced. 
Better hóuses are required for the workers 
at a reasonable rent, more open spaces are 
needed for the children, and when condi- 
tions improve with returning prosperity 
the evils-of poverty and ill-health will fade 
away.

CIVICS AND 'BUSES. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH 1. MES 

Sir,—You published last week a suggestion 
from a correspondent who thoyght that a 
kiosk should be erected at O'Connell Brid 
with, presumably, an attendant supplied at 
the public expense—to supply iniormation 
regarding ‘buses, times, routes and fares. A 
more impudent proposal now comes from 
““ Artifex '—that the temporary structure for 
Civic Week, on the centre of the bridge, 
should be made permanent to serve as a 
covered waiting shed for passengers patronis- 
ing these ‘buses. hat do the thousands of 
railway shareholders think of these further 
aids to a form of competition which has 
already robbed them of dividends that are, 
in not a few cases, their main source of 
income? 

Railway companies have spent millions on 
a permanent way. This is supplied to motor 
*buses for a small contributory tax, while for 
stations the use of the public streets and for 
platforms the side-walks are provided gratui- 
tously. Railways spend large sums in adver- 
tising their train services, and provide stations 
and waiting rooms, porters to wait on their 
passengers, etc. Those who entrusted their 
capital to railway enterprise, with a certain 
Government arantee against competition, 
will hesitate about further investment in a 
country where ideas such as those of 
“ Artifex’’ prevail. I am rather surprised 
that no protest has been raised against the 
bolstering up of this motor business, which 
is draining the country of money for the

FIRST INDICATION: OF THE OUTBREAK. 


From Our Own CORRESPONDENT. 


LONDONDERRY, Thursday Night. 
The fire, which took place this after- 
noon in apartments situated over the 
drapery shop of Mr. Alexander Byrne, 
Butcher street, Londonderry, was the most 
disastrous in the city’s history. The 
seven victims, whose names are giver 
above,’ were the only occupants of the 
premises when the fire occurred. 
Mrs. Cowley’s husband, who had lost 
a leg, was in hospital in Belfast; Mr. 
M‘Court, husband of Mrs.\ M‘Court, who 
perished, was in a club, and Mrs. Cowley’s 
only surviving child, Hannah, aged nine 
years, had been absent on a message, and 
returned to find the house ablaze. 


THE FIRST ALARM. 

The building consisted of three storeys, 
and in the topmost one the two families 
lived. Smoke was seen issuing from the 
windows of the upper storeys at about 
four o'clock, a man ran up and down 
the street calling for help, and a woman’s 
voice was heard within the building 
shouting, “ Murder, murder; save me! ”' 
Captain Baker, who dwelt close at hand, 
hurried to the house with sheets and 
blankets, and these were held out in 
the hope that the people within would 
jump from the windows. The woman who 
had called for help was seen to rush back 
from the window, shouting, ‘“ Murder, 
murder.” Volumes of smoke rolled frém 
the windows and the hallway, and in 
another moment tongues of flame leaped 
out dceross the street. 


EFFORTS TO SAVE THE VICTIMS. 

Civilians with a ladder now arrived, 
and, placing it against the burning 
premises, tried desperately, but without 
success, to reach the upper windows. A 
member of the Fire Brigade came next, 
and scaled the ladder for some distance, 
but was overcome by smoke and fell. 
Then came two fire engines with hose and 
escape ladders, and these were put in 
action. 

Firemen rushed up the ladders to the 
windows and called to the people within, 
but got no answer. From the street below 
came shouts that there were children in 
the upper storeys, but the firemen found 
that the apartments they had occupied 
were now consumed, and the flames shot 
high above the roof. 


YOUNG PRIEST RESCUED. 
Crowds by this time had assembled, and 
the cry went up that the occupants had 
escaped by the rear. Then a young man 
was carried out in his pyjamas. He was 
found to be the Rev. Joseph Byrne, a 
young Roman Catholic priest, who is on a 
mission in Scotland, and is the son of the 
owner of the drapery premises. He had 
been ill in bed in another part of the 
buildifg, and was rescued. 
The Fire Brigade devoted all their atten- 
tion to subduing the flames, under the im- 
pression that the occupants had escaped 
by the rear. Tn about two hours they had 
the fire under control. 


THE BODIES FOUND. 

Then it was that the bodies of the 
victims were discovered. . Members of the 
Royal. Ulster Constabulary entering the 
rooms over Byrne’s drapery shop were 
shocked to find the bodies charred beyond 
recognition. 

Sergeant Roberts, who was one of the 
first to see them, said that there were six 
huddled in the corner in one room, as if 
they had been trying to avoid the flames. 
On a bed in the same room was a body 
which could not be identified as that of a 
man or a woman. It is believed that the 


victims first were suffocated. and then 
burned. iy 
The dreadful news spread rapidly 


throughout the city, and throngs of people 
flocked to the spot, with the result that 
the police had great difficulty in keeping 
the crowd back while the work of recover- 
ing the remains from the débris proceeded. 

Each body was wrapped in a sheet, 
taken through a window down the fire 
escape to an ambulance. The spectators 
uncovered their heads while these harrow- 
ing scenes were enacted; many were ig 
tears, and several women fainted. 


ANOTHER ALARM. 

The work of rescue was suddenly inter- 
rupted by the shout that the adjoining 
premises of Robert Cooke and Company 
had been ignited. It was then observed 
that the roof of these premises was burn- 
ing. 

Three bodies had now been recovered, 
and the removal of the remaining dead 
was suspended; the police and firemen 
having to make @ hurried escape from the 
premises, while the brigade concentrated 
their energies on extinguishing the fresh 


outbreak. The, firemen had to work at}

He rushed to the 
nearest fire alarm in the: Diamond, 
but by the «time he got there the 
alarm had ‘been given. Neighbours 


then spread ‘sheets and blankets, and 
held them out for ‘the occupants of 
rooms. to jump into, but apparently terri- 
fied they retired from the windows. 
Flames came pouring from the halldoor 
and the windows, and the line of retreat 
by the front was obvioulsy cut off. As 


they smashed all the windows that they 
could reach, and were assured, as far as 
possible in the circumstances, that the 
}occupants had escaped, with the result 
‘that no further attempt was made to see 
\if anyone was inside. 

It was not until two. hours later that 
he news was learned of the great loss 
f life. 

Neal Phelan, who was also an eye- 
fitness, said that he was attracted by 
cries from the burning building. Some- 
body got blankets and’ ‘sheets, and we 
held them out. A woman appeared at 
the top window and screamed several 
times. We called on her to jump for 
God's sake, he said, but she suddenly 
disappeared as if pulled away. We then 
put the ladder up to the window, ‘but at 
this time the room was’ filled with smoke, 
and the occupants seemed to be caught 
like rats in a trap. Someone attempted 
to enter, but was beaten back by the 
smoke. I heard the shouts of the 
children, and when a policeman came | 
entered the machine room-just on the | 
next storey. We called several times, 
but got no response. We then attempted 
to get upstairs from the ground floors, 
but these were burning fiercely, i 

NO REPLY. 

On reaching the third window from the 
floor we called asking if there was any- 
body inside, but again we got no reply. 
By this time the interior ol. the death 
room was blazing freely;: and all means 
of escape were cut off. 

This’ was an entire misconception, due to 
the fact that, after the woman disappeared 
from the window and the harrowing cries of 
th> children ceased, no further sound was 
heard, the occupants having been apparently 
suffocated. 

A woman eye-witness said ‘she saw a 

woman. with an “infant in us arms at the 
window, and she appeared to be calling fran- 
tically for help. She disappeared, and then 
appeared the second time,. when she had not 
got the infant with nor, 
John McCourt, the husband of Mrs. Mary 
McCourt, said that he heard of the appalling 
occurrence when in the football club rooms. 
A man came in and told: him that Byrne's 
was on fire. He ‘tmmediately ran up to 
Butcher street. and found that the place was 
half burned. He had. only been about’ fifteen 
months married. 
Captain Baker, who lives a couple of doors 
awav from Byrne's, states that. he heard 
crackling noise, and ran to the street, and 
saw that Byrne’s p-emises were in flames. 
He went and broke .th> fire alarm in the 
Diamond, and, returning. saw a woman com- 
ing to the window -of the. blazing. building. 
He shouted to her to smash the. glass. She 
kicked the window, breaking the glass, but 
she would not jump. although blankets were 
held out below for her. The. smoke at this 
time was belching past the window. He 
did not see her afterwards. 


Captain Baker is of opinion that 
the fire originated in the hallway, near 
the staircase, and that the flames ‘ra- 


velled to the top of the house’ at a terrific 
rate subsequently. rumour went round that 
all the people in the building had.been saved. 


STARTLING STORY. 

A man 'hamed James Liddy gives a startling 
narrative. ‘I arrived in Butcher street, he 
said, just after Mrs. Cowley had fallen back. 
We saw that the back rooms of the third 
storey might be reached from Magazine 
street. With Jamés McGirr and Paddy 
Deans we ran round and-got up on the flat 
roof at the back of Mr. Byrne’s premises. 
From here we could have got into the apart- 
ments, for there was no smoke coming out of 
the windows nearta’. We were going to 
smash a way through, when word came up 
from Butcher street that everybody had been 
got out. Wethen went down, as‘there was 
no use going further. _ 

Asked whether he believed that the people 
could have been rescued, had he and the 
others not been’ misled by the wrong account 
from the street, Liddy exclaimed :—I do 
believe they could. Why, my heavens, that 
wee flat-‘place where we were standing ' was 
not burned at all. When we learned the 
terrible truth that the rumour that the occu- 
pants-had been #evéd-was unfounded, it was 
too late to go back, for the columns of smoke 
a tremendbus at that rag ok and =e Mu 
ortunate iets st n suffocated.

BURNING SHIP’S 800 
MILES. DASH TO PORT. 


CREW’S FIGHT WITH FLAMES 
AND FUMES. 


Eight hundred miles” dash ‘for port with 
her cargo on fire was the experience of the 
s.s. “ABeot; Which “has” arrived at Belfast. 
Thanks to the pluck and tenacity eí the crew 
the ship was got into port and a large portion 
of her valuable cargo saved. 

The s.s. Ascot, which is owned by the 
British Steamship Company (Messrs. Watts, 
Watts and Co., London), collected a full cargo 
of oil cake and maize at Odessa and Novoros- 
sisk, and left the latter Black Sea port on 
the 10th August, bound for Belfast, and later 
Aarhuas, Denmark. | 

FIRE DISCOVERED 800 MILES FROM 

wg PORT. ' 


On the 17th August, after passing Malta,. 
a fire was discovered in the No. 3 hold, ‘The 
officers, after consultation, decided to seal 
up No. ó hatch and close the ventilatots, and 
the chief engineer was directed to get all 
the speed he could from the engines, in the 
hope .of. reaching Gibraltar, 800 miles away. 
It was. not ponattile, however, to: steam at a 
greater speed than 84 knots, 

Some time later smoke was seen issuing 
from the No. 2 hold. 

Conditions gradually became worse.. The 
shelter deck and other parts of the ship 
became full of smoke and fumes, and the crew 
were in danger of being gassed. It was 
decided-to open No, ó hatch and see if it 
could not be more effectively sealed. Officers 
and members of the crew went ' down 
into the stifling hold, and, with tar- 
paulins, tried to cover over. and further 
seal the pile of oil cake, in the centre of 
which the fire was raging. The hatch was 
ain battened down and sealed, and Captain 
. Godfrey decided to push on towards 
Gibraltar. 

ANOTHER MISFORTUNE. 
Unfortunately, the ship met with a further 
disaster on the night before Gibraltar was 
reached, A dense fog came down, and speed 
had to be reduced. 

_ As ‘‘the Rock” was reached a native pilot 
was taken on board, but he. had charge of 
the yessel only, about fifteen minutes when 
it ran straight on to the breakwater, and 
considerably damaged the bows. The vessel, 
however, was able to proceed to the anchor- 


age. 

The salvage ship Freja came alongside and 
pumped 500 tons of water into No, ó -hold 
in less than an hour, and got the fire partly 
under control. The fire in the other holds 
was also extinguished, but not without con- 
siderable difficulty, The. vessel then “pro- 
ceeded to the coal wharf. og s: 
Here No. 4 hold was found to be affected, 
and the pilot was rushed on board again, the 
ship brought out to the anchorage, and the 
sálvage ship called upon to deal with the 
latest outbreak.

~ So far as Dublin City and County was 
coricerned there were early signs that the 
electorate ‘were ‘alive to’ their responsibili- 
ties, and in many centres in the city and 
townships voters assembled im queues 
awaiting the opening of the: polling 
stations at 9 o'clock, Most of these were 
men on their way to business, and it 
wis noticeable that the task of marking the 
ballot papers was carried through with 
the smoothness of familiarity,’ the experi- 
ence gained in the recent elections enabling 
voters to tackle the long ballot paper with- 
out hesitation or doubt. . 

After the opening hour rush there was 
a thin, but steady, flow of voters, the 
greater proportion of whom were women. 
This was very noticeable in the township 
areas. By noon in some of the stations in 
the townships 30 per-cent. of the electors 
had voted, and there was every promise 
that the poll at the end of the day would 
he at least as heavy as at the general 
election. 


GOVERNMENT PARTY’S GOOD 
TRANSPORT. 

A marked feature of the day was the 
great array of motor cars at the service 
of the different candidates. In this respect 
the Government Party were much better 
served than the others, and in all centres 
—city and county—the Cumann na 
nGaedheal transport appeared to be plenti- 
ful. So far as one could judge, these cars 
were utilised to the utmost extent to 
bring up voters. The army of volunteer 
canvassers and workers was also a feature 
of the day’s polling.- The other big party, 
Fianna Fail, was also well served with 
motor cars, and had a ready band of 
workers. The Labour Party were not so 
well served in regard to transport, but 
such cars‘as they had were freely utilised. 

As a result, no doubt, of the people’s 
familiarity with the task of voting, there 
were virtually no.incidents. People came 
and went in a businesslike fashion. 
There were a few arrests in the South 
City for alleged personation. At Rath- 
mines Technical Schools in the morning, 
when General Mulcahy, Minister for Local 
Government, entered the booth to vote he 
was challenged by the personation agent 
fof the Fiamma Fail ‘Party, who requested 
the Presiding Officer to administer the 
oath. Taking the Testament from the 
officer, General Mulcahy said: ‘‘ 1 swear 
that I am Richard Mulecahy,’’ and then, 
leaning towards the personation agent, he 
added : “ And: blooming well some people 
know it!” ' At Rathmines, too, a man, 
said to be over 90 years of age, who had 
not left his home for nearly forty years, 
was brought in, loudly proclaiming that 
he wanted’ to votefor*** Jim’ (James 
Larkin). I 

Early in the morning íour seamen called 
at the.Central Offices of Cumann na 
nGaedheal in Westmoreland street, and 
said that they wanted to go to Dundalk 
to vote for Mr. P. Hughes, but found a 
difficulty in doing so, as their steamer was 
due to leave the port at 4 o’clock. A 
motor car was promptly placed at their 
disposal, and they were taken to Dundalk, 
where they voted, and were back in 
Dublin in time to sail with their boat. 


THE LAST-MINUTE RUSH. 
There was a slowing up of voting during 
the afternoon, but from 6 o’clock on, and 
particularly for the last hour, the voters 
came along in great numbers, ‘and the 
agents of all partiés spent every ounce of 
energy in bringing up all available voters. 
So far as one could gather from the 
officials, the poll averaged about 70 per 
cent. all round, and agents of both the 
big parties spoke of the smooth and 
successful working of their organisations, 
and claimed to have done well. 

The different candidates of various 
camps visited the polling stations durigg 
the day. 

POLLING IN THE PROVINCES. 
There was no excitement anywhere in 
the country, and in most of the counties 
the percentage of votes cast was little 
more than that at the election in Juns. 
It is generally believed that the Govern- 
ment Party have done well, but there wus 
no. big turn-over of votes anywhere, and 
in a large part of the South and West 
there will be little change in the repre- 
sentation. 

In one instance, when a Returning 
Officer arrived at the booth, a national 
school, the keys could not be found, and 
the votes had to be recorded in the school- 
yard until a messenger had hunted up the 
keys. The oldest voter in all Ireland was 
a woman of 107, who arrived at the booth 
with her married grand-daughter. 

It is estimated: that 45,000 persons voted 
in Cork City out of 67,000 on the register.

. The Racecourse Association—an alliance 
of English racecourse proprietors—has 
accepted the challenge of those bookmakers 
who at York threatened drastic action in 
order to compel the racecourse executives 
to reduce ‘the charges for admission to 
Tattersall’s enclosures. 

It is announced that at an extraordinary 
general meeting yesterday the’ Racecourse 


| Association adopted the following resolu- 


tion unanimously : — 

“That the Racecourse Association advises 
its members not to accede to any demand 
from irresponsible persons for a reduction in 
the present charges for admission, and, if 
any attempt is made to enforce any such 
demand by boycott or otherwise, the Associa. 
tion is prepared to make good any loss 
which may arise.” 

The dissatisfied bookmakers at York 
resolved : — 

‘* That the meeting at Derby next week be 
boycotted unless mission to Tattersall’s 
ring is reduced to £1.” 

The cost of admission was reduced, but 
Messrs. John Ford and Sons, who control’ 
the Derby Meetings, announced that the 
reduction was not made as the result. oí 
threatened pressure, but had been decided 
upon previously. 


SERIOUS LOSS. 

At the Warwick Meeting, which was 
held on Monday and Tuesday of this week, 
the fee for admission to Tattersall’s was 
reduced from £1 2s. 6d. to £1) and Mr. 
W. J. Davidson, Secretary of the Race- 
course Association, and Clerk of the Course 
at Warwick, yesterday told the Press 
Association: ‘‘‘I can say that it would be 
impossible for the meetings with which I 
am concerned to. stand any reduction in 
admission, and where such has been tried— 
ate Derby and Warwick—the Executives 
have been involved in serious loss.”’ 

No official figures of the attendance at 
Warwick have been issued; but the 
attendance on all the three days of the 
Derby Meeting was less than on the cor- 
responding days last season, clearly 
proving that the reduced charges ‘do not 
attract more people to the meetings, and 
tend only to increase the burdens of the 
Executives, who already are experiencing 
very hard times. 


- THE TEST AT NOTTINGHAM. 

The bookmakers’ threats, and the 
counter-move of the racecourse owners, 
suggest that the next test of strength may 
take place at Nottingham, on October ó, 
as the members of the Bookmakers’ Pro- 
tection Association have given notice of 
their intention to boycott that meeting 
unless the charges are reduced. It will be 
interesting to see whether the bookmakers 
will modify their attitude in view of the 
strong declaration of the racecourse pro- 
prietors.

THE PARI-MUTUEL. 

Although the demand for cheaper rac- 
ing.is not by any. means a new one, it 
must be borne in mind. that, these con- 
tinual “bookmakers” revolts,’ which 
began at Newcastle and Epsom shortly 
after the war, tend w strengthen the de- 
mand for the pari-mutuel system, and the 
bookmakers have been reminded that in 
the event of its introduction, not only 
would they have to pay the entrance money 
to the rings, but they would be mulcted 
also in a sum varying between £5 and 
£20 for the privilege of betting, as is done 
én the’ Continent and’ in Australia. 
Farther, they would have great opposition 
from the pari-mutuel, a method of wager- 
ing which many backers would prefer. 

In fairness to the racecourse proprietors 
it must be stated that many Executives 
are in a bad way financially, and it is felt 
that mutual effort to discover how the 
present depression can best be obviated 
would. be preferable to the policy of 
threats adopted by the bookmakers.

THE ELIMINATION OF 
BELGIUM. 


From THE SPecta, CORRESPONDENT oF 
“Tea Trues."’ 


GENEVA, Thursday. 

In spite of the support of the other Locarno 
Powers, which was ‘understood to be assured 
to her; Belgium was eliminated from the ‘con- 
test. for seats on the Council of the League 
this morning, when she failed by three yotes 
to gain the necessary majority of two-thirds 
of the votes cast. Five candidates—Canada, 
Finland, Cuba, Greece, and Portugal—thus 
_remained. for the three places which are 
vacated by rotation this year by Belgium, 
Czecho-Slovakia and Salvador. ba, Fin- 
land and Canada were elected. They will 
take their places at the next sitting of the 
Council, which now, therefore, consists of : 

Permanent Members — Great Britain, 
France, ‘Germany, italy, Japan. 

; Non-Permanent Members—Poland, Rumania, 
Chilé, Holland, Colombia, China, Canada, 
Finland and Cuba. 

The rejection of the Belgian application 
for re-election came as a great surprise to 
those whó were familiar with the statement 
of a mémber of the' Belgian Delegation itself, 
that his country had been promised 38 votes. 
Only. 32 were necessary to secure the two- 
thirds. majority, and with this apparent 
margin of safety, and the support of France— 
who is reputed to control several votes—the 
Belgian election was considered assured. Once 
more, however, that incaleulable quality, the 
spirit of the League, asserted itself.} Before 
the vote on the re-eligibility issue, the 
President of the Assembly read the rule passed 
last year, according to which a retiring member 
may not be re-elected for three years from 
the date of its retirement without this special 
preluminary vote. Then the roll was ‘called, 
and one by one a member of each delegation, 
including M. Vandervelde, the Belgian 
Foreign Minister, went up to the Tribune 
and placed his paper in the urn, with 
oui or hon written on’ it, according to choice. 
When the figures were declared there was no 
demonstration; but M. Vandervelde at once 
begged leave to make a statement. ) 

He declared his profound conviction that 
the negative votes had been given on a 
question of principle—a remark which was 
greeted with prolonged clapping—and that 

y did not in any sense represent hostility 
, Brón The result would not diminish 
in the least degree the devoted participation 
of Belgium in the work of the League. A 
further outburst of: applause which greeted 
the Belgian Foreign Minister at the end of 
his declaration showed that he had correctly 
interpreted the feelings of the Assembly. 

The revolt of the small Powers, led, it is 
said, by Dr. Nansen, was not against 
Belgium, whom they, naturally, regard as one 
of themselves, but against the implied dis- 
regard of the system of rotation which had 
so recently been established for membership 
of the Council. The vote is hailed as most 
satisfactory in League circles, where the fact 
that Belgium obtained a majority of the votes 
cast isyregarded as-a tribute to the excellent 
work that M. Vandervelfe himself has so 
long performed on the Council, The only 
disadvantage, as was pointed out yesterday, 
is that the Locarno Powers are now, for the 
first time, not all contained within the 
Council.

Unity is strength. It is|only shoulder-to- 
shoulder work that has brah our comrade- 
ship into touch with the heart of the suffering 
—so acute—amidst our ex-Service men and 
their dependents. 


THE NEED OF FUNDS. 


Life preservation is our first call. Amongst 
the-many poverty-stricken cases there is one 
that 1 should like to state to-day. A man and 
his wife and his family of eight children; no 
income; food tickets could only be given; 
only 18s.. for two weeks at present, as our 
funds are ‘so low. This tragic example and 
numberless othérs reveal to the nation the 
stern truth. Semi-starvation has set in. 
Funds are desperately needed. We also 
urgently appeal for outfits. Amongst the 
many destitute cases is the following pitifui 
example :—A father, an ex-Service man, 
physically unfit; the mother not working; no 
source of income except 18s. pension; six 
children under nine years. In August the 
United Service Fund sent the four eldest 
children, ages 9, 8, 6, 5, to Cheeverstown 
for a fortnight. They also gave a grant of 
£5 for clothing. They were bare-footed, 
ragged and hungry. These and all the other 
little ones call to us for relief and. lovin 
care. It is a shock to think that Winter will 
soon be with us. I fear to thimk of the 
intense suffering, unless willing hands come to 
their assistance with all possible speed. 

Without question, employment is the key 
to securing instant relief to this terrible situa- 
tion of distress. givery application asks for 
employment in preference to relief in other 
forms. Women are available as typists, fac- 
tory hands, and shop assistants, domestics, 
especially young girls, who could be trained. 
These are in most cases registered with the 
Women’s Branch of the British Legion. A 
great service could be rendered by the public 
in assisting the ex-Service men’s families if 
they woald apply to the secretaries of these 
branches, or to the United Service Fund 
before applying elsewhere when vacancies 
occur. 


APPEAL TO THE NATION. 


The care of our Irish ex-Service men is a 
national duty. The sympathy of the worla 
goes oyt to éhem. No acknowledgment of 
their patriotism can be too great. They have 
given an example of indomitable courage and 
lofty honour which has ennobled the world, 
which has raised the ideal of human life and 
made national life worth living for. We feel 
sure that our appeal will not be in vain to 
the nation with the wonderful heart. (Ap- 
plause.) Ere this memorable day closes my 
thoughts wing to our soldiers in the South 
Dublin Union Hospital. They recall to me 
a very wonderful story of the. example of 
courage in the hour of danger and im the 
presence of death. This. beautiful story, 
which I should like to relate to you all, 1s 
true in its main details, given as it reached 
Florence L. Barclay, in the sublime simplicity 
of a soldier’s letter from the front during 
the Great War. 

During the retreat. from Mons a young 
British officer was ordered to round-up 
stragglers in a small town evacuated by our 
troops. Entering a building temporarily con- 
verted into a hospital. he asked: ‘‘ Any men 
here able to march”” No need to ask again; 
scores of wounded and dying men lay Ár oi 
on the floor, being attended to by a small 
party of Red Cross lassies, A shell crashed 
into a house close by, and a dying lad asked, 
piteousiy: ‘‘They won't shoot on the Red 
Cross, Sister” She replied: “You are 
perfectly safe, kad,’’ and then noticing the 
young officer in the doorway she to 
him and said: “The town is being heavily 
shelled, and no Red Cross flag.” The boy's 
eyes travelled slowly round the bare, un- 
furnished floor, then he said: “Give me a 
half-sheet and some bandages and pins.”
